EQUALITY OF DIVOROE RIGHTS. | 
The House of Commons has given second read | 
ing to a bill which would make divorce obtain- | 
able by women on the same condition that makes | 
it obtainable by men. The measure is specially 
designed to remove a diseriminaton which exists 
in the law in the four western provinces In the 
Maritime provinees a woman may secure a di-| 
voree on the same ground as a man. In Quebec and 
Ontario the courts do not grant divorce; separa 
tion of the kind ean only be obtained by special 
Act of Parliament; and Parliament may grant the 
Reparation on apy grounds. In the four western 
provinces divorces are granted by the courts, but 
u woman applicant must establish that her hus- 
hand had deserted her or acted cruelly, in addi-! 
tion to proving infidelity; while for a male ap- 
plicant infidelity alone is a sufficient ground. | 
The proposed change would make it easier 
for western women to get divorces. There can 
be no question about that. It would probably be 
better for society if divorcees were made more} 
difficult, rather than more easy, of attainment. | 
liut if men are to be granted divorees on one) 
count there is no apparent reason why women | 
should be refused divorcees on the same basis 
There is no room for doubt that some men abuse | 
the latitude whieh the law gives them but does 
not give their wives; evidence produced in the} 
divorcee courts goes to prove that.
